COMMON SCHOOL GRADUATION. 


Peter Albert Corley died at his 


home, West End, March 3, 1900, at 5 
o'clock p. m. Mr. Corley was in his 
seventy-second year at the time of his 
death, having been born October 16, 


1828. 
He had been in poor health for 


a number of months, but was only 
confined to his bed for a few weeks. 
The funeral took place from his late 
residence on the 6th inst. The ser- 
vices were held in the Reformed 
church, New Buena Vista, Rev. Homer 
S. May officiating, assisted by Rev. 
Stroup, of the Lutheran church. The 
interment took place in the cemetery 
at Sehellsburg. 
Mr. Corley was born 


in Juniata township, not far from 
Schellsburg. In early life he moved, 
with his parents, to West End, where 
he kept an inn when the old Glade 
pike was a thoroughfare, crowded 
with drovers, passing east and west. 
It was at this place that he spent the 
greater part of his life. About twenty- 
three years ago he was united in mar- 
riage to Mrs Harriet Ling, who, with 
two children, a son, Harry, and a 
diughter, Ada, survives him. 
He is 


also survived by three brothers, Jacob 
and Joseph Corley, of Juniata town- 
ship; Henry, who resides in the west, 
and by Elizabeth, a faithful and de- 
voted sister, who lives at the old home. 
As a citizen he was well known and 
highly respected.

Where and When the Examinations Will 


lie, Held. 


The 
county 
superintendent has 


almost completed his round of visita- 
tions to the threehuodredand twenty- 
jlve schools of the county. Whilst 
nearly all the schools are moving 
along without friction and are making 
good progress, there is in many places 
need for that greater zeal which will 
result in school work of superior excel- 
lence. A long step will be taken in 
this direction when the average salary 
of the teachers is increased and the 
compulsory attendance law is more 
rigidly enforced from the beginning of 
the term. 


In many districts of the county 


there will be applicants this year for 
graduation from the common schools 
As can readily be seen, it will be im- 
possible, neither is it necessary for the 
superintendent to attend all the ex- 
aminations in person, though in each 
case either he or his representative 
will examine in Grammar, Rsading 
and Spelling. The examiner selected 
by the teachers will examine in Men- 
tal Arithmetic, Geography and Phys- 
iology. The third examiner, to be 
chosen by the directors, will examine 
in Written Arithmetic, History and 
Penmanship. The 
selection of 
ex- 


aminers should be attended to prompt- 
ly and the teacher in charge of the 
bchool at which the examination is to 
be held should see that the room is in 
readiness. 
Because 
of interference 


with school work, it is not practicable 
to hold the examinations on any day 
except Saturday . No examination is 
announced for districts from which ap- 
plicants have not been reported. The 
superintendent will be present at one 
of the examinations each Saturday. 
However, his representative, named 
lifter each of the examinations men- 
tioned below, will in each instance be 
present to tak; the superintendent's 
place in case of the latter's absence 
and to report the names of the success- 
ful applicants. 
Only those pupils who 


passed the preliminary examinations 
already held are eligible to try tne 
final.

Over a Hundred Kotombed In the Red Ash 


Mine In Weat ^ irglula. 


The greatest horror in the history of 


mining in West Virginia occurred at 
Red Ash Tueaday morning. 
A fire- 


damp explosion took place in the drift 
mine of the Rsd Ash Coal company, 
near the entrance, when the mine was 
full of workmen. The entrance was 
closed by the falling slate and earth 


Rescue parties at once hurried to the 


scene and in a few minutes the relief 
was organized and a. furious and deter- 
mined effort at rescue started. 
As 


soon as the opening began to widen 
experienced men in the working party 
saw that it was a fearful calamity. 
Everywhere the indications pointed to 
an explosion of fire-damp, which had 
penetrated with awful force the entire 
Interior. Bodies were picked up near 
the entrance blackened, mangled and 
lifeless, and as the rescuers pushed on 
it became evident that the horror could 
not be overestimated. Forty bodies 
were soon found and taken out. 


The working capacity of the mine is 


about one hundred and seventy-five 
The management was under a rush, 
having heavy orders, and had given 
employment to all applicants The ex- 
plosion occurred long after the time 
for entry of the miners. Consequently 
there must have been over a hundred 
men in the death-trap. 


The population of the mining village 


where the disaster occurred is only 


500. 
All are miners and the calamity 


will reach almost every little house in 
the town. 


HIXTOX, W. VA., March?.—It is prac- 


tically a certainty that forty-two lives 
were lost in yesterday's explosion in 
the Red Ash mine. The cause of the 
explosion is unknown, but is suppos- 
ed to have been caused by a miner en- 
tering an unused room in the mines 
with an open lamp.

The Complications to Which Our Sew Posi-

The application of the Pittsburg Brew- 
ing company, which has a branch 
depot at Johnstown, was granted in 
spite of a strong legal fight against it, 
the contention being that as none of 
the members of the Pittsburg Brewing 
company were residents of Johnstown 
it would be illegal to grant the license. 
Notice was given by complainants' at- 
torneys that an appeal would be taken 
to the supreme court. 


A despatch from Chicago, March 4, 


says: '-Forty women scattered in about 
as many states were led to the altar by 
Wilfred Orton, who was yesterday sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for an indefi- 
nite period by Judge Barker. Orton 
was arrested upon four charges of 
bigamy preferred by as many woman, 
all of whom he had married under the 
name of Walter L. Farnssvorth. Orton 
married several women under the name 
of Walter L. Bradford and at one time 
cut quite a figure in Baltimore society.

natiug at the very birth of the repub- 
lic, 
it received the sanction of its 


founders—of Washington pre-eminent- 
ly—-had been indorsed by most, if 
nil, .of the leading statesmen of the 
country, and had come to be regarded 
with almost as much respect as if in- 
corporated in the text of the consti- 
tution itself. What the policy enjoin- 
ed in substance was aloofness from the 
political affairs of the civilized world 
in general and a strict limitation of 
uhe political activities of the United 
States to the concern of the American 
continents. It lias been distinguished 
by two salient features, which, if they 
are not due to it as their sole or chief 
cause, have certainly been its natural 
accompaniments. 


One of these was the Monroe doc- 


trine, so-called, directly affecting our 
relations with foreign powers. The 
other was a high protective tariff 
aimed at sequestering the home market 
for the benefit of home industries, and, 
though legally speaking of merely 
domestic concern, in practical results 
operating as the most effectual of ob- 
stacles to intercourse 
with foreign 


peoples. 


The historians will probably assign 


the abandonment of the isolation policy 
of the United States to the Spanish 
war, the change was inevitable, had 
been long preparing, and could not 
nave been long delayed. The Ameri- 
can people were fast opening their 
eyes to the fact that they were one of 
the foremost powers of the earth and 
should play a commensurately great 
part in its affairs. Recognizing force 
to be the final arbiter between states 
as between individuals, and merit, 
however conspicuous and well founded 
in international law, to be of small 
avail unless supported by adequate 
force, they were growing dissatisfied 
with an unreadiness for the use of 
their strength which made our repre- 
sentatives abroad less regarded than 
those of many a second or third-class 
»tate, and left American lives and prop- 
erty in foreign countries comparative- 
ly defenseless. 


They had begun to realize that their 


Industrial and 
commercial develop- 


ment should not be checked by limita- 
tion to the demands of the home mar- 
ket, but must be furthered by free 
access to all markets; that to secure 
such access the nation must be formid- 
able not merely in its wants and wishes 
and latent capabilities, but in the 
means at hand wherewith to readily 
exert and enforce them; and as it could 
uot hope to compass its ends without a 
(sympathizer or friend among the na- 
tions, that it was imperative the Unit- 
ed Statfcts be ready to take any con- 
certed action with other nations which 
its own special interests might require. 


Therefore, while the Spa'nish war of 


1898 
is synchronous with the abandon- 


ment ol its isolation policy by the 
United States, it was not the cause of 
such abandonment and at the most 
only hastened it by an inconsiderable 
period. So, while the Spanish war 
ended in the acquisition of Cuba by 
the United States, that result was 
neither unnatural nor surprising, but 
something sure to occur, if not in the 
year 1S98, 
before many years, and if 


without war, then by a cession from 
Spain more or less compulsory in char- 
acter. 


This evolution of the United States as 


one of the greatest powers among the 
nations has, however, been accompa- 
nied by another departure radical in 
character and far-reaching in conse- 
quences 
The United States has come 


out of its shell and ceased to be a her- 
mit among the nations, naturally and 
properly. What was not necessary 
and is certainly of the most doubtful 
expediency is that it should at the 
same time become a colonizing power 
on au immense scale. 


The annexation of the Hawaiian 


islands need not now be taken into 
account and is to be justified, if at all, 
on peculiar grounds not possible to 
exist in any other case. But why do 
we find ourselves laboring under the 
huge incubus of the 
Philippines? 


There has always been a popular im- 
pression that we drifted into the Phil- 
ippines—that we acquired them with- 
out being able to help ourselves and 
almost without knowing it. But the 
theory—however in accord with the 
probabilities of the case—-that theory, 
with all excuses and palliations, is in 
truth an entire mistake. 


It is certain and has recently been 


declared by the highest authority that, 
having acquired by our arms nothing 
bnt a military occupation of the port 
and city of Manila,we voluntarily pur- 
chased the entire Philippine archipel- 
ago for $20,000,000. The power of the 
government to buy, to acquire terri- 
tory in that way, may be, indeed 
probably should be, and must be, ad- 
mitted. Its exercise, however, must 
be justified by something more than 
the fact of its possession. Such exer- 
cise must be shown to have been de- 
manded by either the interests or duty 
of the United States. 


What duty did the United States 


have in the premises ? 


The question of duty comes first, 


because, if there were any, it might 
be incumbent on us to undertake its 
performance even at the sacrifice of 
our interests. 
What then was the 


call ot dnty that coerced us to take 
over the Philippine archipelago—that 
compelled us to assume the enormous 
burden of introducing 
order and 


civilization and good government into 
uncounted, if not uncountable, tropical 
islands lying thousands of miles from 
our coasts—that hound us to enter 
upon the herculean task of leading 
into paths of "sweetness and light" 
many millions of people of all colors 
from the deepest black to the lightest 


yellow, of tongues as numerous and 
aiverse as those of the builders of the 
tower of .Babel, and of all stages of en- 
lightenment or non-enlightenment be- 
tween the barbarous and semi-civiliz- 
ed? 


It used to be said ihat our honor was 


involved—that having forcibly over- 
thrown the sovereignty of Spain in the 
archipelago we were bound in honor 
not to leave it derelict. 


But, as already noted, that proposi- 


tion, is completely disposed of by the 
official admission than we never held 
by conquest anything more than the 
city and harbor of Manila, and our 
title to everything else rests on pur- 
chase. 


Knot bound to buy the Philippines 


by any consideration of honor and 
duty, wai it our interest to buy them ? 


Our purchase of the Philippines can 


be justified, if at all, only by its effect 
in creating or extending trade and 
commerce with the Philippines and 
with China. Be it assumed that all 
that is said about the value of both the 
Philippine and the China trade—is 
lully borne out by the facts—what 
follows ? That we were compelled to 
buy the Philippines in order to get our 
share ? That is so far from being evi- 
dent—is indeed so far from what 
seems to be the plain truth—that it is 
not too much to assert quite positively 
that we should have been in a better 
position to command our share of the 
Philippine and Chiueoe trade without 
the Philippines than 
with them. 


Chinese territory, it may be taken for 
granted, is not covettd by the most 
advanced of American jingoes. 


It goes without saying that the 


United States cannot play the part in 
the world's affairs it has just assumed 
without equipping itself lor the part 
with all tne instrumentalities neces- 
sary to make its will felt either 
through pacific intercourse and nego- 
tiation or through force. 


Its diplomatic agencies must, there- 


fore, be greatly enlarged, strengthen- 
ed and improved, wnile a powerful 
navy, up to date in all points of con- 
struction, armamont,geaeral efficiency 
and readiness for instant service, be- 
comes of equal necessity. 


Further, as already observed, were 


it not for the Philippines, we might 
have escaped the curse of any very 
large additions to our regular stand- 
ing army. But the equipment required 
for our new international role need 
not be discussed at any length. We

We start our career as a world pow 
with the Philippine handicap firm- 


ly fastened to us, and that situation 
being accepted,how about "alliances?" 
The true, the ideal position for us 
would be complete freedom of action, 
perfect liberty to pick allies from 
time to tinne as special occasions might 
warrant and an enlightened view of 
our own interests might dictate. With- 
out the Philippines we might closely 
approach that position. 
With them, 


not merely is our need of friendship 
imperative, but it is a need which 
only one of the great powers can sat- 
isfy or is disposed to satisfy. 
Except 


for Great Britain's countenance we 
should almost certainly never have got 
the Philippines—except for her contin- 
ued support, our hold upon them 
would be likely to prove precarious, 
perhaps altogether unstdble.

Cost ol the Philippine War. 


Acting Secretary of War Meikeljohn 


sent to the house of representatives 
on Tuesday a statement of expendi- 
tures by the war department covering 
the military operations in the Philip- 
pines, including outstanding liabilities 
from May 1, 1803, to November 1, 1899, 
prepared in response to a resolution of 
inquiry from the house. The total is 
given at $48,918,060.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Two viola- 


tions of the constitution in a single 
week is the record of the Republica 
majority in the house—a record that 
should drive the Republican party 
from power. It does not mitigate the 
offence against constitutional govern- 
ment that one of these violations 
should have been an attempt to par- 
tially right the wrong committed in the 
other. A rightful thing wrongly done 
is often as bad or worse than a wrong. 
When the Republican majority, driven 
by the party whip, passed the bill 
levying a 15 per cent, duty on the pro- 
ducts of Puerto Rico for a period of 
two years a grievous wrong was inflict- 
ed upon the Puerto Ricans . and the 
Constitution of the United States was 
violated. Later, when the Republic- 
ans became alarmed at the vigorous 
protests from all sections of the coun- 
try against the proposed robbery of 
the helpless Puerto Ricans, they again 
violated the constitution by doing a 
thing right in principle in the wrong 
way—passing a bill placing more than 
52,000,000, already in the treasury, and 
all future collections under Dingley 
duties upon Puerto Rican products, at 
the disposal of the president, to be ex- 
pended under his discretion for the 
benefit of Puerto Rico. It is perfectly 
right that every dollar of this money 
should be spent for the benefit of 
Puerto Rico, but, as Representative 
Bailey so forcibly pointed out, it is 
everlastingly wrong to turn over to 
the discretion of one man money in 
the treasury of the United States 
when the constitution expressly gives 
the right to dispose of money in tha 
treasury to congress, and not to the 
executive. But good may come out of 
jvil. These things serve to accentuate 
in the minds of the people the attitude 
of the two great political parties to- 
ward the constitution—to make plain 
chat there is only one constitutional 
party, and that is the Democratic 
party. 


There seems to be trouble ahead for 


the administration bill providing that 
the adjutant-general of the army shall 
lave the rank of major-general. 
The 


senate has adopted a resolution, offered 
by Senator Pettigrew, directing the 
-ecretary of war to send to the senate 
ihe record of the court-martial of Gen- 
eral Corbin, who was then a lieuten- 
ant-colonel, during the civil war, aud a 
copy of a report made about the same 
time by Col. Thomas J. Morgan, relat- 
ing to the first colored brigade, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Corbin's relations 
therewith. Corbin was court-martial- 
ed upon the charge of cowardice, one 
of the specifications being that while 
under fire he got off his horse and hid 
oehind a tree. He was acquitted, but 
the record, as well as the report of 
Colonel Morgan, is said to contain 
matter which will cause senators and 
representatives to do some hard think- 
ing before they vote to make such a 
man a major-general. 


Senator Jones, of Arkansas, said of 


the attitude of the Democratic sena- 
tors toward the Puerto Rico bill: "The 
Democrats accept the issues tendered 
by the Republicans. Puerto Rico has 
been annexed to the United States.

Children of Poverty—Half a Million for 


Italian and German Onera-A Lite ot 


Activity—The Art Crazt.

NEW YORK, March 6.—We were just 


shaking hands with winter and bidding 
it goodby, mentioning, incidentally, 
that the snowfa'l had been rather 
light, and if it was not too late a little 
shake up would not be out of place 
and would be gratefully remembered 
by yours truly, when old Winter wink- 
ed his left eye and said, "I'll think 
about it," and without farther ado 
dashed through the window and was 
lost in the shadows of the night. I had 
hardly closed the door the other night 
when I heard a gentle patting like a 
light fall of summer rain. It was not 
unpleasant to listen to if a person were 
musically inclined, but looking out to 
see what was the cause of the sounds I 
found the ground all covered with, a 
mantle 
of 
snow. 
Gradually the 


storm increased. The gentle zephyr 
of the afternoon became a howling 
storm by midnight and the next day 
New York erpyed a season of sleigh- 
ing such as it had not known for a 
decade. 


We had scarcely finished with the 


storm of Monday, the 19th, whea the 
commissioner immediately placed 4.000 
men and 2,500 carts upon the streets 
so that the work could be done quickly 
and thoroughly, and thanks to the 
honesty and capacity of the superin- 
tendent, tw Ive hours after the storm 
was over our streets were looking as 
neat and clean as they were when 
Colonel Waring, the best department 
commander that New York has ever 
known, was in sole command. 


New York began to feel happy. 


Spring was close at hand, the cro- 
cuses were peeping up through the 
snow and the swelling buds on a 
thousand trees gave notice to all the 
world in general and New York in par- 
ticular that winter was "done gone" 
and the street knights of the shovel 
and "broom, as they sweptaway at their 
pleasant task no longer recognized the 
name of street sweeper, 
but 
glo- 


ried 
in

Waring 
had given them 
of 
the 


"conservators of public health," and 
shared the general jubilee of 
the 


public that winter had gone and 
spring almost near, and, while one- 
half of the body as they pursued their 
work kept whistling ia chorus "Spring 
has come, spring has come, spring has 
come," their brethren on the other 
side of the way were whistling "St. 
Patrick's Day in the Morning" and 
"Johnny Comes Marching 
Home." 


Everybody was glad, and I was one of 
the number; for 1 could now discard 
my rubbers, and, like the ransomed 
Jews crossing the Red Sea, I could 
get along through our streets dry shod 
with no prospective fears of a gallop- 
ing consumption. But if ever a miser- 
able lot of poor wretches could be com- 
pletely knocked out, by a storm it was 
the denizens of this great city when 
they popped out their heads on the 
following Sunday morning to find that 
from the Bronx to the Borough of 
Queens and to the Borough of Rich- 
mond that looks out upon the sea all 
was in the grasp of the storm king, 
wrapped in one vast winding sheet of 
snow. The weather,which only forty- 
eight hours before had been as bright 
and cheery as a genial morning in 
spring, was suddenly changed to a wild 
tempest and a roaring blast, rushing 
along at sixty-eight miles an hour, 
sweeping everything before it with its 
resistless fury. 
It claimed entrance 


everywhere and would not be denied. 
The boldest and most 'Comfortably 
provided shrank in terror at its ap- 
proach, while the thousands of wretch- 
ed mendicants who find their support 
from charity's dole in many cases sank 
down upon the earth and died, "un- 
knelled, uncoffined and unknown." 


I never pass through these dreadful 


winter storms but I think of the thous- 
ands of children of poverty who live 
on our streets and whom the polioi 
records mark homeless. 
In this city 


there are not less than thirty thousand 
•who have no shelter that they can call 
their own. 
It is not strange, then, 


that poverty like this and crime should 
go hand in hand together. Forced by 
circumstances over which they have no 
control they have eut loose from the 
restraints of our civilization and our 
laws and, Ike Ishmael, their hand is 
against every man and every man's 
hand is against them. 


To successfully grapple and con- 


quer this terrible evil which exists in 
every civilized community to-day is 
almost beyond human power. We erect 
buildings at the cost of thousands and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars and, 
notwithstanding the enormous sums 
that are raised each year for the bet- 
terment of the condition of the poor, 
starvation meets us with its gleaming 
eyes almost turned to savages by want, 
while other thousands, defying the 
laws of God and man, seek relief in 
forgelfulness and death. 
Not a day 


passes but we read in our great journals 
of the thousands of bequests to assist 
deserving poverty. We look on another 
column of the same paper; we read of 
over half a million dollars being already 
subscribed by the wealthy class to 
secure Italian and German opera for 
next winter. 
At the head of the 


column we find M. Jean (te Keszke, 
who at the end of the next season will 
probably do no worse than he did in 
the season just passed, when he carried 
away as his share of the plunder $70, 


000. 
And a number of the performer! 


just below receive 3500 to 31,000 per 
night—but then Italian and German 
opera are dear articles. The voices pos- 
sessed by these song-birds are superb 
and New York, great in its opulence, 
will have nothing but the best, and is 
prepared to pty the piper, no matter 
what the cost. Here, within a few 
blocks of each ot her, we see the sharp 
contrasts that lie between poverty and 
wealth. 


Years ago we saw Governor Koose 


velt playing polo at the risk of a 
broken leg or broken head;- taking a 
foremost stand at one of those terrible 
conflicts of football or putting up his 
fives in a college prize ring, where he 
got knocked out and was nearly a sub 
ject for a coroner's inquest; he wa. 
then rated by the goody-goodies as a 
worthless young fellow 
who w: 


bound to come to a bad end. But they 
did not kaow the stock from which he 
sprang. He was a man of the worl 
and we scarcely realize how worldly 
he was till he was governor of th 
»ut« of New York and on Thanksgiv 


ing Day in the back parlor of the ex 
ecutive mansion he tackled one o 
the greatest wrestlers in this country

HOTBEDS. 


One of Green bonne Type —An 1m- 


proivineiil lu the Hotbed. 


On all appliances for the use of glass 


In lengthening the season of plant 
growth that of the hotbed is by far the 
most common, from the small bed of a 
few sashes suited to a common garden 
up to the large yards of hotbeds own- 
ed by market gardeners. The ordinary 
making of hotbeds is well understood, 
out there are certain variations from 
the usual form which are not so well 
known, although worthy the consider- 
ation of progressive gardeners. . To 
these attention is called in an article 
originally appearing in Vick's Maga- 
zine. The writer says: 


First we will speak of a form of hot- 


bed which is somewhat in the nature 
of a greeulionse. 


Fig. 1 shows such a hotbed of green- 


house form In cross section. The width 
of the house is 14 feet. The roof con-

sists of, six" foot hotbed sash supported 
by rafters and a ridge part that con- 
sists of lapping boards whieli extend 
lengthwise ot the bouse. 
The upper 


boards of this part, iu alternate lengths 
on each side, are hinged to the ridge 
piece, thus affording means of ventila- 
tion without sliding the sash. Entrance 
is effected from the end through a 
shed, as shown in Fig. 2. The princi- 
pal advantage of such a bouse is thai 
the work of planting, watering, etc.. 
can be done at times when it is too cold 
or stormy to open hotbeds as these 
are ordinarily made. There are some 
gains also in the matter of heat econo- 
my as well as in that of being able to 
replenish any part with fresh manure 
in ease this is desired for increased 
heat. 


First, an excavation two feet in 


depth and the size of the house was 
made, the soil being used in part for 
banking against the house for shcltei 
and to carry away moisture. The sides 
consist of two inch scantling boarded 
up on the inside and at the top on til" 
outside. 
The sash supports, of two 


inch stuff, at one end rest on the outei 
walls, while toward the other cntl they 
rest on two plates two and a half feet 
apart, which run lengthwise with the 
house.- These plates are supported by 
iron gas pipes at intervals of eight 
feet, the Hues of which also define the 
walk and the beds. The height of the 
house at the center is sis and a half 
feet. 
The manure spaces are of the 


same extent as the beds proper aud 
are about three feet deep. 
In the 


boarding up of the manure spaces at 
the walk it Is arranged to have the 
greater part of the board surface mov- 
able, being kept in place by the but- 
tons which are attached to the station- 
ary boards at the top anr" bottom. 


Aside from the hotl 'd above de- 


scribed the present w.-iter has had 
much experience with hotbeds of the 
ordinary form a little later in the sea- 
son than when the greenhouse is oper- 
ated. 
One method employed in ar- 


ranging his hotbed yard has been so 
satisfactory that he heartily recom- 
mends it to others. The idea is shown 
in Fig. S. It is in the direction of 
entirely saving the handling of sashes, 
except as they slide ou the frame, with 
a saviug both In glass breakage and In- 
Jury from racking. 


The way of effecting this is by hav- 


ing the hotbeds arranged In double 
line as a and b in the engraving, with 
a space (c) between them equal in 
width to a hotbed. This space is de- 
signed to accommodate the sash when 
the bed is uncovered and thus never 
moving them into the walks (d d). It 
is seen that the sash supports are

twice the usual length—that is, they 
reach across the space c, thus keeping 
the sashes as safely supported and aa 
free from racking when mover! off the 
bed as when tliey are in place. The 
same space accommodates the sashes 
of both beds, as the slope permits the 
extended parts of the supports to be 
one well above the other, as the figure 
shows. 


The space between the beds is not 


lost either, for here such things as late 
celery, callage and cauliflower are 
sown, as tbt bashes are entirely remov- 
ed by the time the seedlings require 
the head space.

It bas been 
proved to b^ quite as hardy as the red 
clover- ana has yielded from S to 11 
tons of green forage per acre, depend- 
ing upon the method of seeding, wheth- 
er on raw ground or as a cover crop. 
Experience iu the growth of this crop 
Indicates that .Inly is the best month 
for seeding, though it may be seeded ar 


late as September and do well provided 
the autumn is moist and warm. The 
best crop results are obtained when the 
soil Is-thoroughly prepared and the 
seed lightly covered with a harrow or 
»ther tool \vhich does not cover too 
deeply. The amount of seed may range 
from 10 to 15 pounds per acre. 
On 


freshly prepared soil the smaller qunn- 
tlty frequently answers quite as well 
as the larger, though when seeded in 
corn or other crop the larger quantity 
h preferable.

Fact! Showing The Economy of B«r<1 Slon 


The principle of tlie good roads move- 


ment, us nUvatr.li'd by the League of 
America:) ~\Vlu.>i>lini>n. is that tin.- com- 
mon roads of thu country nre as impor- 
tant as the railway systems, the state- 
ment beiiig made by them and being 
easily understood that there is not an 
ounce of any commodity hauled over 
the rnllroOs that is not first transport- 
ed by wagons over couutry roads or 
city streets. It does not matter if the 
commodity is manufactured articles 
that are loaded on cars at the factory. 
The raw material has tirst to be hauled 
to the factory. But the greatest haul 
ing is done in the (arming districts, 
and there it is that good highways ore 
most needed. 


The subject lias not been given the 


attention and support it deserves as 
yet for the simple reason that private 
capital cannot become interested in 
the building of common roads, since 
there would be no income from the in- 
vestment, such as there Is In railways. 
Municipal, county, state and the na- 
tional governments have not had the 
Issue brought directly before them in 
its full siguilicance, because it Is nec- 
essary to first educate the people to the 
necessities of the movement. This is

what is being done by the.' wheelmen 
at the present time, and it must be said 
to their credit that they have enlisted 
the sympathy and support of all the 
prominent farmers' organizations In 
the movement.

The argument offered in favor of the 


Improved roads is that they lessen the 
cost of repairs, make it possible to haul 
the largest amount of goods with the 
smallest animal power, save lime and 
Increase properly valuations. 
No rail- 


road company would expect to do busi- 
ness if its tracks and roadbed were in 
such condition as to make it cither im- 
possible to use the tracks at long sea- 
sons of the year or in using them linve 
to lose a great deal of time and have- 
immense repairs to make, and yet that 
Is what the farmers aud others using 
the common roads an1 doing in a com 
parative way every day in the year. 


They make the most imprnetic:ible 


attempts al road building and repair- 
ing and then wonder why there is no 
profit in their products, which have 
been hauled over bad roads at the 
greatest expense. It has been estimat- 
ed that in the states where the stone 
roads have been built the cost of trans- 
portation has heeu decreased to 20 per 
cent of the former figures and that the 
roads pay for themselves within a few 
years. II has been further shown that 
the amount lost in the different ways 
mentioned will more than pay for the 
building and repairs of these roads on 
the annual assessments made for them 
or that it costs no more each year to 
have goed roads than it does to have 
bad ones.
